Taking advantage of the different processes of the 
art metal worker, the richly ornamented coating of 
the Cabinet is entirely wrought in steel and brass. 
The interior is lined with dark red velvet; the treasure 
safe and mounting of inner door are partly gilt and 
enriched with applique enamel.
